Scant reports of death and dam- 
age in the more remote places which 
suffered from the disaster have been 
received at the capital, and informa- 
tion from the larger places still is 
incomplete, but there is no reason to 
doubt that when the death roll is 
made up it will contain fully 30,000 
names. Probably twice that number 
were injured. 

The places which apparently euf- 
fered most were Avezzano with about 
10,000 killed; Pescina, 5000; Celane, 
4000; Cenchio, 2400; 1000; 
Paterno, 1000; San Belino, 650 and 
Fraituro, 200.

In the realms of the superlative. 


On Mt. Wilson, the upper picture showing how the one hundred-inch telescope 


will be mounted. The tube will be forty-three feet long and eleven feet in 
diameter. With its operating machinery it will weigh fifty tons. The 
mirror, taking three years to polish, is expected to reveal a hundred mil- 
lions of new stars. The dome of the building will be steel, one hundred 
feet in diameter, and the building itself, shown in the third picture from 
the top, will be a hundred and six feet high. The fiery scorpion, as seen 
from the peak, is formed at night by the lights of the many cities in the 


valley below, stretching from the west beach cities, which form the dart 


of the tall, over an area of more than five hundred square miles. Many of 
the most important later discoveries in astrophysics have been made with 
the sixty-inch reflector, shown below. With this instrument 30,000 stars 
are revealed on the photographic plate where but 5000 were known to exist 
before. When the one hundred-inch is placed in operation, as it will prob- 
ably be the coming year, the field of vision will be nearly doubled and 
results commensurate are expected. The great mirror for this instrument 
is being constructed out of a five-ton disk of glass cast by a Paris concern 
at a cost of $45,000, while the mammoth tube, which will weigh more than 
nine tons, is being built at the Fore River Shipyards at Quincy, Mass., 
under the supervision of Prof. Peter Schwamb, formerly of the Massa-

Of the possibility of these, Dr. Hale

In other words, these stars are er- 
rant wanderers down the paths of the 
solar system, unamenable to all known 
lawa, thistledowns on the trail of the 
cosmic, the epeed-mad of the universe. 
Incidentally Prof. Kapteyn and other 
deep observers have charted the aver- 
age radia) velocity of “young” stars at 
six kitometers per second and “old” 
stars at twenty kilometers per second. 
To the unthinking thie may seem a 
pretentious assaying of speeds. But 
it must be remembered that scientists 
have weighed the world and found it 
to gross at 6,000,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000 tons, while Dr. Hale made the 
statement yesterday that we probably 
now know more about the sun's ut- 
mosphere than do the meteorologists 
about the gaseous envelope that sur- 
rounds our earth, albeit that of the 
sun is thousands of miles in thickness 
compared to mere hundreds for the 
earth. 


FINDS SUN A MAGNDET. 
Lately Dr. Hale has completed ex- 
periments which convince him that 
the sun is a magnet, with magnetic 
poles analagous to those of the earth. 
The location of these magnetic poles 
ie a problem with which Dr. Hale fs 
now wrestling. Moreover, the mag- 
netic force of the sun compared to the 


earth is as 80 to 1. 


But this fact should not breed the 


fear that in the fullness of time the 
earth will be drawn irresistibly to the 
sun, in spite of the fact that the vol- 
ume of the first is 1,300,000 times that 
of the‘earth, for the two poles of the 
sun neutralize each other.

No criminal 
prosecution will follow, be mid yes- 
terday, but the death will result in 
new laws being passed which would 
make such operations in the future, 
criminal. 

“Careless dentists, criminal doctors 
and vicious quacks are the three 
classes of persons that we are fight~- 
ing.” sald Dr. Somner yesterday. 
“With the great premium that peo- 
are willing t) pay for Mlicit op- 
erations, it is difficult to tell where 
legitimate and hon le surgeons 
end and criminal ones begin. 

“The records in my office show that 
more than fifty-two women have come 
to their death In Los Angeles dGur- 
ing the past year because of criminal 
operations performed on them. The 
record of disease and distress and 
death following the attentions of the 
quacks who pretend to be particularly 
versed tn treating @iseases of per- 
sonal character, ie so enormous that 
I would not dare estimate it. 

“But evidence in my office shows 
the quacks are one of the greatest 
menaces to the life of society, and 
we are attempting to drive them from 
the city as rapidly as we can secure 
the evidence against them. 

ABUSE WIDESPREAD. 

“From the figures I am able to 
accumulate, more ftillega!l operations 
on women occur here than in any city 
of similar size, as nearly as I can 
learn. This is because the city is so 
spread out that the victimes are able 


to come from the small suburban 
towns, and have the operations per- 
formed here. As is always.the case 
in such affairs, the surgeons who are 
willing to make themselves criminal! 
by their acts, demand a high fee for 
the operations, and it is this that 
lures them to make themeelves Liable 
to the lew. Further, the victima, 
under such conditions are loath to 
talk. I don't doubt that probably 
1000 women a year in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles die from criminal op- 
erations, but there ie neo method of 


cere ing the facts, so prosecution can 
ollow. 
“No cases are more difficult § to 


prosecute. Those who could give 
damaging testimony feel they are im- 
plicated in the crime and their 
charges would involve themeelves. 
Thte result is they keep silent, and in 
fact, attempt to oppose any attempt 


to bring these guilty surgeons into 
the courts, 
“Bo the murderous con- 


tinues and grows because of the con- 
spiracy of silence that surrounds it, 
and I shudder to think of the num- 
ber of young women of thie city, in- 
discreet I admit, who sacrifice their 
lives because of the improper surgery 
to which they subject themselves to 
conceal the guilt of their actions, 

“We are just ending our crusade 
and some startiing things will follow 
at once. I feel that the conviction 
of certain of the most disreputable

HAIR FINEST. 


W omen Here are Most Richly 
Adorned, Says Ewpert. 


Odd Secrets of the Trade in 
Tresses are Told. 


Posthumous Interview with 
Victim of Tragedy. 


Just before Jacob Neubauer, for 
thirty-one years a well-known bual- 
ness man in Los Angeles and for over 
seventy years a dealer in hair, ended 
his life last week, he gave a remark- 
able interview which covered to a de- 
gree his extraordinary knowledge on 
the subject of the human halr. He 
was considered the greatest living au- 
thority and had had the widest experi- 
ence of any dealer in the world. He 
handled “raw” hair from hospitals, 


graveyards and prisons, secured by un- 
scrupulous dealers and imporiers. But 
from whatever source h« got his stock, 
he made it an invariable rule to clean 
and sterilize it himeelf. 

Mr. Neubauer ardently admired the 
hair of the women of California and 
made the following unqualified state- 
ment regarding its beauty and com- 


m value: 

“T have handled the hair of every 
race on earth, but the hair of the 
women of California is the most beau. 
tiful and the most exquisitely cared 
for of any In the world. It is the 
cleanest and the purest because there 
are none so poor that they must traf- 
fic ‘In their ‘crown of giory.’ 

“My father was a soldier under the 
old Napoleon, and after his death I 
was apprenticed to a hair dealer and 
later worked in all the great hair cen- 
ters of Burope. For a quarter of a 
century I was one of the leading hair 
importers of New York City. Forty 
years ago I came to California and 
have been in business In Los Angeles 
for thirty-one years. So [I know 
whereof I speak when I praise the

But the men who prepare hair for the 
market cleanse, -omb and classify both 
as to length and ‘ality. Lye its used 
with the utmost caution. Peroxide is 
often used for bleaching and much of 
the most beautiful white hair on the 
market is prepared from hair of all 
colors by a secret There are 
expert chemists who secure many of 
the rarest colors from beth black and 
white hair. In fact, all hair is arti- 
ficially prepared. 

_ “The peasant girls of Europe engage 
in a regular traffic and make a busi- 
ness of frequenting fairs that are vis- 
ited by agents and hawkers, who fre- 
quentiy secure hair five and six feet 


“The word ‘hair’ is common to the 
Teutonic language. Among European 
men the length rarely exceeds sixteen 
inches, while the women average about 
thirty. Conservatives have estimated 
that there are 1,000,000,700 hairs on 
the human héad, while one authority 
declares 1,000,000,000 locks, and each 
lock containg 410 hairs. 

“You know when God was reciting 
the wonders of creation to Job He 
told him that wiedom was shown in 
the making of the haire of our heads. 
Scientists recognize that hair has eth- 
nological importance in determining 
differentiations of races. In fact, hair 
has become the criterion in determin- 
ing racial questions. 


NO TITIAN RACES. 


“There are no red-haired races. ~ Tt 
le a time-honared belief that the al- 
bino can never be great. The quality 
of hair determines racial purity. The 
hair of the European is smooth and 
silky, wavy or curly. It is generally 
fair, thou often brown, black, red 
or tow. e Chinese, Mongolian and 
Indians of America have long. straight, 
coarse hair known as ‘lank.” The Chi- 
nese and redskins often have hair nine 
feet in length. The hair of the Aus- 
tralian and Nubian is thick, black and 
‘frizele. They

of America are 
Woolly hair is invariably black except 
that of African pigmies, which is a 
rusty brown. ‘Lank’ hair is the long- 
est and ‘woolly’ hair the shortest 
found on any race. Among the 
straight-haired races. red hair is rare, 
though found among the western 
Finns. The supply of dark, uncolored 
hair comes from France, Italy and 
Belgium. A coarse variety of black 
hair comes from India and China, 
while Germany and Scandinavia sup- 
ply the blonde. Naturally the hair 
from a living head t# far superior to 
that cut from the dead—in fact, hair 
eut from a dead lower animal is al- 
most worthless, The hair from a 
horse's tall is known to the trade as 
*hard’ and the mane as ‘soft.’ When 
the hair of animals is used for com- 
mercial purposes it is generally com- 
bined with wool or other fiber. 

“In China the sacred customs re- 
garding hair are nearly all broken and 
the bulk of our tnfertor hairs comes 
from the celestial empire. After be- 
ing bleached and dyed they become 
the most wonderful red and blonde 
shades. The rabbinical law required 
married women to cover their hair, 
aa it so augmented their beauty that 
it was a source of temptation. The 
ancient Hebrew women never cut their 
hair except as a sign of mourning or 
of degradation. In former times the 
cutting of the hair signified that it wag 
sacrificed to the dead. 

“In olden times Jewish kings had 
their hair cut every day, the high 
priests every week and the ordinary

tion for the dead began with the wash- 
ing of the hair, as hair was believed 
to be associated with thought. For a 
man to curl hie hair was regarded as 
an evidence of extreme vanity, and 
Absolom’s inordinate pride in his hair 
caused his downfall. There is a tra- 
dition that when Sampson was filled 
with the holy spirit his wonderfel hair 
made a sound like the ringing of silver 
bells.

Olin Wellborn was born in Georgia 
in June, 1843. He received his early 
education the common and grade 
schools of that State, and when but 
a young man removed to Dallas, Tex.., 
where he practiced law for some years. 
While a resident of that city he was 
elected to Congress, and served three 
terms. When a member of the lower 
House he took an active part in all 
legislation, and was one of the close 
political friends of President Cleve- 
land, who in May, 1595, appointed 
him United States District Judge for 
the southern division of the southern 
district. 


The seventieth anniversary of hier 
birth was celebrated in June, 1913, in 
a quiet way, and then Judge Wellborn 
delivered an address to his friends at 
the Federal building, expressing the 
hope they would be many years to- 
gether. On that oocasion, the kindly 
and courtly old man was almost over- 
come by emotion and his short ad- 
dress was of simple and heart-melt- 
ing eloquence. 

The resignation of Judge Wellborn 
will set the Democratic bees to buzz- 
ing for his place, and it is expected 
Washington will be bombarded with 
a deluge of petitions for this or that 
candidate,

This was done behind 
the back of Germany to the manifest 
loss of Germany's colonial ambition 
and. what is more noticeable, e 

land was openly paying a very 
ce for the new state of affairs she 
oped to create, for she had pretty 
well a free hand in Egypt already, 
while France's opportunity of going 
to Morocco and exploiting a very large

er, in the home, on the farm, and in 
factories, the construction of pewer- 
houses for its generation and trans- 
mission lines for tts distribution, the 
use of the current for transportation, 
the telegraph and telephone, and au- 
tomobiles, the manufacture and sale 
of electrical appliances and the in-

Statistics show that today one- 
fourth of the entire generating capac- 
ity of the United States is used by 
one-seventeenth of the country’s pop- 
Wlation in the West. and that 
this same population is contributing 
one-seventh of the aggregate income 
of the electric lighting industry. On 
an average, every person in the West 
uses 627 kilowatt hours annually, and 
pays $7.50 for light and power, as 
compared with $9 kilowatt hours’ 
and a $3 contribution

ranks second to New York State in 
the amount of water power develop- 
ment, there being a total of 432,300 
horse power in water wheels installed 
and it ranks third in total capacity 
of dynamos, having 817,000 horse 
power installed.

CITY'S GREAT PLAN. 

Before we can dismiss the local 
light and power situation which bears 
such forceful testimony to the far- 
sightednets, efficiency and financial 
stability of the three operating com- 
panies, whose business in 1914 has in- 
creased about 12 per cent. over 1913 
and who have, with the least connected 
load of any of the twenty largest cities 
in the world given to this fair city 
the lowest average electric rate (in- 
cluding the fraction rate) and the 
greatest kilowatt consumption per 
consumer, we must turn our attention 
to the city’s plan to build a great 


power aystem of its own with the ulti-/ ha 


mate view of taking over the 
distributing systems. 

The city has an opportunity for the 
development of 120,000 horsepower 
along its celebrated $60,000,000 aque- 
duct and 45,000,000 additiona! horse- 
power along the Cottonwood and Big 
Pine Creeks and the Owens River 
gorge. The city has now spent 
$3,600,000 in constructing and de- 
veloping %7,000 horsepower of this 
supply at San Francisquito plant No. 
1 and has purchased a large portion 
of the machinery necessary to deliver 
the power to the city. The $6,500,000 
bond issue last May was for the pur- 
pose of completing this plant and 
erecting plants at three other drops in 
the aqueduct. The total expenditure 
necessary to complete all of these 
Plants is about $15,000,000. It is 
estimated that the development and 
distribution of this 165,000 horsepower 
at a 6%-cent rate, will bring to the 
city a net profit of $6,000,000 or suf- 
ficient to pay 10 per cent. interest on 
$60,000,000 or that the present rate 
may be cut one-third. 

It is encouraging to contemplate 
what effect this reduction and the 
consequent larger use of electricity for 
light, heat and power will have on the 
higher development of the domestic 
and industrial life of the community.

REPORTED GOOD. 


Motorist Makes Fast Trip 
from San Jose. 


Repairs Have Made Coast 
H Safe. 


Toni Bad Places on Route 
Can be Avolded., 


The coast road from San Franciséco 
to Los Angeles is in much better shape 
than it was a month age, according to 
R. TD. Little of San Jose. who drove 
from his heme to Los Angeles iast 
week in twenty-two hours’ runnning 
time in a Jeffery Chesterfield Six. 

The muddy places which baffied 
motorists up to a Week or two age 
have disappeared and the most dan- 
serous spots along the road have been 
repaired and made eafe. 

From San Jose to Sargent the road 
is in fine shape. From Sargent to San 
rJuan it is under construction, but is 
passable except just after a rain, 
when is necessary to make a long 
detour. 

The best route to Bradley is along 
the river, as t affords highway 
from Salinas to King City and avoids 
the Jolon grade, which is in vety bed 
shape. The route was muddy and 
the traffic over it during the fains

Mr. Damon's summary of the funda- 
mentals for a union termina! in Los 
Angeles includes the following points: 
All railroad tracks should be confined 
in an induetrial district contiguous to 
the river bed: all main highways for 
traffic should be carried over the 
tracks by means of viaducts; the joint 
use of all tracks by all present and 
future railroads should be provided 
for; the “unearned increment” on 
rights of way should be eliminated; 
the river bed should be reserved for 
the entrance of future transcontinental 
raliroads into a union terminal: the 
entire passenger and freight termina! 
should be operated for the mutual 
benefit of the city and the raliroads 
at actual cost. 

The speaker averred that this city 
will have just as good a terminal sys- 
tem as [t insista upon having, and this 
also applies to local transportation.
